Oscar Calhoune, Employed at Ash- 


land Farm Until Time of Tragedy 


Testifies in Inquiry. 


L. B. HARRIS CALLED AGAIN 


To Bring Calhoune Here Was Mission 


of Mysterious Trip of Officials 


Yesterday. 


Oscar Calhoune, the farm laborer 


•who -was employed at Ashland farm 
until Saturday night before the fire 
•which destroyed the Harris home on 
Tuesday afternoon, March 12, and in 
the ruins of -which the charred body 
of Mrs. Harris was found, and who 
did not move from1 that vicinity until 
Thursday following the fire, was be- 
fore the grand jury most of today. 


To bring Calhoune to this city was 


the mission of the secret trip of 
Deputy Prosecutor Wallace Morgan 
and Coroner A. G. Shauek yesterday 
afternoon and last night. They left 
here shortly after the noon hour in 
an automobile driven by an Arlington 
man, and did not arrive back in this 
city with Calhoune until four o'clock 
this morning. 


That Calhoune has somewhat of a 


story to tell the grand jury is evi- 
denced by the fact that he was be- 
fore the grand jury all morning, and 
it was presumed that he would re- 
sume his testimony this afternoon. 


L. B. Harris went before the grand 


jurv this afternoon about three 
o'clock. This is the second time that 
he has testified in the grand jury 
quiz. 
The grand jury was in ses- 


sion until late in the afternoon. 


Calhoune had been employed by &. 


B. Harris only a short time previous 
to the fire. On Saturday night previ- 
ous to that Tuesday he was discharg- 
ed by L. B. Harris and ordered to 
move oil the place. 
He lived in a 


smull house on the farm, a short 
distance back of the Harris farm 
house. 


Although Calhoune did not work 


for L. B. Harris he remained in the 
house on the farm until two days af- 
ter the fire. The day of the fire he 
was working on James Alexander's 
farm which adjoins Ashland farm. 
He explained his actions that day 
satisfactorily to the coroner evident- 
ly as he was not held although the 
authorities kept in close touch with 
him so that he could be called before 
the grand jury. 


The deputy prosecutor and the 


coroner made a trip through foul- 
counties in order to bring Calhoune 
back 
here, 
They had to travel 


through Rush. Deeatur, Jennings and 
Jefferson counties. Calhoune was in 
the vicinity of Dupont on the edge of 
Jefferson county just over the edge 
from Jennings. 


Calhouue was detained once dur- 


ing the coroner's investigation to ex- 
amine some red spots on his coat. It 
was asserted 
that the spots were 


caused by blood, but the coroner, af- 
ter looking at them, asserted that the 
spots were not the result of blood 
spattering on them. Calhoune ex- 
plained to the coroner that the spots 
were red paint, and that he had got 
them on his coat while riding a box 
car down from Richmond to this city. 
The coroner accepted that explana- 
tion. It is- said Calhoune's coat was 
exhibited before the grand jury to- 
day. 


Calhoune went to the W. A. Alex- 


ander farm where he worked for a' 
short time, after leaving the Harris 
farm Thursday following the fire. 
W. A. Alexander has already testified 
in the grand jury probe.

VOTERS ENROLL YOUR NAMES 


i ,.. Any voter who will be twenty-one years of age or over on 
the day of election, Tuesday, November 5, who is native born or 
naturalized and has legal residence in his precinct, county and 
State, is entitled to qualify as a vote.r by registering himself as 
such. 


No man can vote at the election next November without hav- 


ing previously registered. 


A voter registers but once in precinct where he votes. 
If a voter should change voting places, State, county, town- 


ship or precinct, he must register in the preeiiict to which he 
moves, and if previous!}' registered, 'bring a certificate of such • 
previous registry from the county auditor under signature and 
seal. 
P 


The registration board will hold three sessions each year (in 


which elections occur) in each precinct, in May, September and 
October. The first registration this year will be on Thursday, 
May 9, and may last for three days if found necessary to accom- 
modate the voters. The other two registration days will be 
Friday, September 6, and Monday, October 7, for only one day 
each. The hours for registering are 5 o'clock a. m. to 6 o'clock 
p. m. on registration days. 


Registration blanks will be left at different places in each 


precinct that they may be obtained previous to day.of registra- 
tion. A supply will also be on hand at the place of registration 
on days of registering. 


A person who cannot write in English can sign in his own 


language, but must have the signature of some one in English as 
attesting witness. 


All voters are urgently requested to register next Thursday.

rilliant and capable attorneys of his 
ay. 
That he was not a close student of 


lie law »s a science, as has come to 
e the practice of this age. but was a 
rilliant advocate of subjects con- 
erning the law, was the assertion of 
iese two attorneys. 
Had he been 


lie student of law that the schools 
re producing today, that coupled 
rith his marvelous ability to argue 
efore a jury and that keen preeep- 
ion which won for him many legal 
attles, would have made him a most 
lowerful barrister.

STRIKE TIES UP 


CHICAGO PAPERS 


Stereotypes Voted to Break 


Their Contract. 


JOINED STRIKING PRESSMEN 


Decision Affecting Both the Morning 


and Afternoon Runs of Chicago Dail- 
ies Was Taken at the Clqse of One 
of the Most Turbulent Meetings In 
the History of Union Labor in the 
Windy City. 


Chicago, May 4.—After one of the 


most turbulent meetings in the history 
of union labor in Chicago, stereotypers 
employed on the morning and evening 
papers in Chicago last night-voted to 
break the contract they made three 
days ago and to join the striking press- 
men and wagon drivers. 


There were no papers on the news- 


stands and on the streets of Chicago 
today. The lour morning papers were 
making good progress in getting out 
a paper with non-union pressmen, but 
at 11 o'clock last night the stereoty- 
pers employed on all the morning pa- 
pers struck, refusing to work with 
non-union pressmen. 


Brutal assaults on newsboys vrho 


tried to sell their papers on street cor- 
ners in the loop, marked the progress 
of the newspaper strike. 


TRYING IT OUT 


British Merchants Finding the New 


"Shop Act" Full of Difficulties. 


London, May 4.—A new experience 


In paternal government was begun 
May 1 by British shopkeepers. 
The 


"shops act of 1912" became operative 
on that day, and henceforth every em- 
ployer included in its schedules will 
be compelled under penalties to grant 
his employes a weekly half-holiday 
and a definite period for their meals. 


Under the provisions of the act most 


shops must henceforth be closed ab- 
solutely at 1:30 p. m., one day in the 
week, but exceptions in this respect 
are allowed in certain, trades, such as 
saloons, restaurants, butchers 
and 


other dealers in perishable goods, as 
well as to the accountants, 
drug 


stores and newspaper venders. These 
trades must nevertheless arrange for 
every employe to have the benefit of 
the act individually. 


Three days of its working has suf- 


ficed to show that the details must be 
revised. 
The act inflicts inconveni- 


ence and even hardship in some cases. 
One of the chief difficulties in connec- 
tion with restaurants is a compulsory 
forty-five minutes for waiters' meals 
which comes at the busiest period of 
the day. The waiters and waitresses 
also complain that the half holiday 
deprives them of a valuable proportion 
of their tips which in many cases form 
their sole earnings.

zen of Allentown. 


New York, May 4.—On charges of 


grand larceny and being a fugitive 
from justice, William P. Saeger, mem- 
ber of a rich and influential family of 
Ailentown, Pa., will appear for exam- 
ination Sunday in Center street court. 
He was arrested in this city following 
the investigation of an exceedingly 
daring robbery in Allentown a week 
ago, when dynamiters blew open a 
safe in the offices of the Saeger Mill- 
ing company and seized securities 
valued at $60,000. Near the shattered 
safe was found a bag filled with suffi- 
cient dynamite to have wrecked the 
company's plant. 


Saeger has .made his home in and 


around New York at intervals for 
some years. Saeger's wife is a niece 
of former Mayor Charles F. Warwick 
of Philadelphia. 
The couple, who 


have two children, have been separat- 
ed for some time.

the slight concessions offered them. 


There is dissension in the ranks of 


the men and the convention, which is 
to he held here May 14, will find the 
delegates -of nearly all the local un- 
ions instructed to go in the fight 
against the ratification of the peace 
offering. 


REBELS WIN 


This Is the Gist cf Brief Dispatch 


From General Campa. 


El Paso,' Tex., May 4.—That there 


has been fighting between the rebels 
and federals somewhere north of Tor- 
repn and south of Jiminez, is estab- 
lished, but Mexican official dispatches 
are enigmas. 


The rebel officials in Juarez have re- 


ceived the following message, dated 
Rellano, state of Chihuahua: 


"Complete triumph on the part of 


our valiant companions in persecution 
of the federal forces. We have enjoyed 
a victory over the federals.—Gen. E. 
P. Campa." 


The message does not say where the 


fight occurred or how many men were 
engaged, bat the rebels in Juarez arc 
celebrating. 


MORE LEVEES 


ABE BREAKING 


Louisiana Flood Situation Be- 


coming Desperate, 


NOW FIGHTING WITHOUT HOPE 


Workers Along the Crumbling Levees 


Are Disheartened and Even the Gov- 
ernment Engineers Who Are Direct- 
Ing Battle Against Swelling Tide, 
Can Give Almost No Word of En- 
couragement. 


New Orleans, May 4.—The situation 


along the Mississippi river in Louisi- 
ana from the Arkansas line to the 
gulf, is desperate. Despite the fever- 
ish struggle with the swollen river, 
there Is a general feeling of gloom 
throughout the state. Yesterday there 
was -but one serious break, but it is 
conc.eded that other and very import- 
ant crevasses are but a few hours off. 
A report that the great Morgansea 
dyke had gone out, with heavy Hfe 
loss, as carried In press dispatches and 
heralded in extra editions, caused con- 
sternation, although it proved errone- 
ous. The highest earth dam in the 
country still holds, but workers there 
are disheartened and e7en the federal 
engineers can give almost no word of 
encouragement. 
The people of the 


vicinity have been warned to prepare 
for the worst and rescue steps have 
been taken. 


The break yesterday was at Bayou 


Sara, a town of 700 people. This and 
St. Francisville, just beyond, with a 
population of 600, are under water 
from ten to fifteen feet deep. The 
people all escaped. 


Hard rains have fallen throughout 


the state, adding to the depression of 
the populace and further weakening 
the levees. The people of New Or- 
leans are thoroughly awakened to the 
gravity of conditions. Several of the 
city dykes are in a precarious condi- 
tion, and a break would not be a sur- 
prise at any time. The situation in 
the sugar country continues very 
grave. Waters from the Torras break 
are creeping south more slowly than 
was expected, but nevertheless are en- 
gulfing villages and rich plantations. 


The loss • will run up into the mil- 


lions of dollars. The sugar cane, cot- 
ton, rice and corn crops, which were 
well advanced, will be a total loss be- 
fore the flood has completed its de- 
structive work. In addition to the 
crops, the loss of livestock will be 
very heavy. Torras is cut off from 
wire communication, the water having 
buried the cross arms on which the 
telegraph wires are strung. No loss 
of life has been reported from any 
point in the flooded area, but many 
stories of thrilling escapes are com- 
ing in.
